Of the One Hundred and Tenth Session of the Ocmulgee Associa- 
tion held with the church at Camp Creek, Baldwin County, Georgia, 
September 10th, 11th and 12th, 1920.

CIRCULAR LETTER 


The Ocmulgee Association, in its annual session, 1920, to the 
churches of which she is composed sends greetings. 

Dear Brethren and Sisters in the Lord: We-desire again to ad- 
dress you by way of circular letter. We call your attention to St. 
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Matthew, 28th chapter and 20th verse, viz: ‘Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” 

Dear brethren and sisters of the Ocmulgee Association, this com- 
mand will apply to us and all others of like precious faith. The 
first duty to the heaven born child is go to the church, follow the 
blessed Savior into the watery grave, arise to newness of life. Now, 
did you ever consider that those special duties you are commanded 
to observe are the ones you have a mind to want to do, but for a 
feeling sense of unworthiness they seem too great, too high for 
you?

DECORUM 


Rule 1. The churches composing this Association may be repre- 
sented by messengers from their respective churches, bearing a state- 
ment certifying their appointment, together with the number bap- 
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tized, received by letter, restored, dismissed, excluded, died, etc., 
since last Association. We desire that each church will name the 
number of messengers they desire to represent them in the Asso- 
‘ciation. 

Rule 2. The members thus chosen will denominate the Ocmulgee 
Primitive Baptist Association. 

Rule 8. This Association will have a Moderator and Clerk, who 
will be chosen by the members present and continue in office until 
others are elected. 

Rule 4. We believe that each church is a sovereign, and fully 
clothed by the great Head of the church with authority to execute 
gospel discipline. Therefore, we as an Association, declare that we 
will not receive from any church any disciplinary question to be 
discussed or adjusted. 

Rule 5. If new churches desire to be admitted in this Association 
they may do so by making application to the Association and being 
constituted by an orthodox presbytery, and having the fellowship 
of orderly sister churches of this union, and will be manifested by 
the Moderator extending to the messengers the right hand of fel- 
lowship. 

Rule 6. Every motion seconded should command the observation 
of the Association unless it be withdrawn by the one who made it. 

Rule 7. We desire to keep a chain of correspondence with all 
orderly Primitive Baptist Associations. 

Rule 8. This Association has the right to amend these rules when 
the majority of the union shall deem it necessary. 

Rule 9. This Association may adjourn to any time or place she 
may think proper, and to have the minutes of the Association print- 
ed if necessary. 

Rule 10. These rules have no jurisdiction over the churches what- 
ever, but are to govern the members while present for the purpose 
of preserving order in the house of God while in session.
